W e won't, if we arr wise, shrug 


aw ay the Germ an defiance that 


they “ w ill fight before Berlin, in 


Berlin, around Berlin and behind^ 
Berlin ,” even though at the same 


time Dr. Robert Ley. labor leader, 


admits that “ in 
all 
probability 


what is 
left 
of 
the 
Germ an 
capital may soon pass into Rus­ 
sian hands.” 
Nazidom 
is 
cracking, 
a n d 
cracking fast, but there are the 
markings of 
a 
bitter 
last-ditch 
stand—-perhaps with 
Munich 
as 
the center of resistance. 
It’s true 
Red forces are less than a hundred 
miles from Berlin, and the W est­ 
ern Allies are rapidly getting set 
for m ajor 
operations, 
but 
the 
general m ilitary situation w ill af­ 
fords the H itlerites opportunities 
for strong defense. 
One important factor is that the 
Russians must n u llify the Germ an 
striking-power on their northern 
and southern 
flanks 
as 
they 
thrust that long salient through 
prepared enemy defenses towards 
Berlin. This may give the Nazis a 
reprieve. 
If we could lift the 
roof 
off 
H itler’s headquarters and listen to 
one of the current raucous con­ 
ferences. we probably should find 
that it had to do largely with the 
question of unconditional Germ an 
surrender. 
That’s bound to be. 
because surrender is the only rea­ 
sonable course at this stage, de­ 
spite the undoubted determination 
of the Nazi leaders to try to make

IN THE discussion y esterday of 
the objectiv e methods we hav e for 
ex amination of the endocrine sy s­ 
tem, I said that some of the sy mp­ 
tom? most prominently a ssociated 
in the public’? mind with endo­ 
crine gland disorder? were per­ 
sonality changes, and tha t for 
these we hav e no reliable tests. 


Dr. Clendenin!? will answer

Whether to ascribe them to duct­ 
less gland disorders is left to the 
ex a mining doctor’s opinion. Some 
modification of this sta tement is 
permissible and it especia lly a p­ 
plies to that v ery familiar phe­ 
nomenon of maleness in the female 
and fema leness in the male. 


Sissies and Bru tes 
Ev ery body knows them — the 
sissies and the brutes in short 
skirts and brogans tha t are out 
for the ten mile tramp no matter 
what the weather. The lady wrest- 
lers and golf champions and the 
boy s who like to paint china. Not 
that necessarily a lady ca n ’t be a 
golf champion and not remain 
quite feminine too, but I’m try ing 
to make my point in brief words. 
The woman in politics inclines to 
a somewha t masculine habit of 
thought.

Measuring Phy sical Fea tures 
There are methods of
